It wasn't what most of 
them wanted to hear, but 
only two families, are being 
allowed to return to their 
homes after mercury con- 
tamination was found two 
weeks ago. 

Calvin and Virginia Lamb 
looked tired and cross Tues- 
day as they ate lunch pro- 
vided by the American Red 
Cross at the Belle Glade 
Civic Center. 

"We want to go home, but 


, I don't think we're going to 


be able to," said Mrs. Lamb. 

The Lambs and their chil- 
dren learned they must 
stay at least two more 
weeks.in a motel’ while 
their home in the northeast 
section of town is aired out 
of mercury fumes. 

Events began around Aug. 
25 when three children 
found four pints of mercury 
in an abandoned van at 824 
N.E. 25th Street. 

They shared the mercury 
with friends, pouring it into 
aspirin bottles arid other 
small containers, spreading 


the contamination. 

Beginning Aug. 29, Belle 
Glade Police and Firefight- 
ers started waking families 
up in the night, questioning 
them and testing them for 
mercury contamination. 
Almost 350 residents were 
tested and went through 
decontamination ргосе- 
dures. Glades Central High 
School was closed for one 
day last week as federal 
workers tested classrooms 
for mercury. The American 
Red Cross quickly moved in 
to assist the families and 
provide food and clothing. 

The Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency began hélp- 
ing with the cleanup.by Fri- 
day, Aug. 26, after state 
officials reached the limit 
they could spend‘for the 
cleanup. Specialists with 
the Ohio Hazardous Materi- 
als Corporation were 
brought in. The Palm Beach 
County Public Health Unit 
has been involved since the 
beginning. 

"Everybody's been very 
cooperative,” said Lt. Jack 
Fulenwider with the Belle 
Glade Police Department. 
"The Red Cross has been 
wonderful,” he added.

Isaac Cline loved to watch 


the weather. He would sit for 


hours on the beach at Galve- 
ston Island, Texas looking at 
» the surf and the clouds and 
any other weather features 
Mother Nature dreamed up. 

As Galveston's first meteo- 
rologist, Cline had the perfect 
job. After all, he was being 
paid to do what he loved: 
watch the weather. 

He would.rise before dawn 
each morning to go for a walk 
along the beach. Thien, it was 
-off to his weather station for a 
check of the temperature, the 
barometric reading and the 
wind speed and direction. 
Isaac would telegraph that 
information along with his 

. personal observations to the 
U.S. Weather Bureau in Wash- 
ington, D.C. The rest of the 
day was his to watch the 
weather, 

Yes, Isaac had the perfect 
job. Until, the morning of Sept. 
8, 1900. The day the Galveston 
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He had the perfect job until hurricane in 1900 


hurricane came calling. 
On that fateful Saturday 


morning Isaac realized imme- 


diately that something was not 
right with Galveston's weath- 
er. The wind was strong from 
the North yet.the surf contin- 
ued to rise. His barometer had 
dropped only a tenth of an 


* inch overnight yet Isaac had a 


bad feeling. He filed a tele- 
gram with the Weather 
Bureau in Washington noting 
his observations and his mis- 
givings. 

Remember, this: was 1900 a 
time when there were no 
radar's, no satellites, no way of 
telling if a major hurricane 
was lurking a few miles off- 
shore. Cline had heard of a 
tropical disturbance passing 
through the Florida Keys a 
few days earlier but he had no 
idea that a major storm was 
coming toward Galveston. 

When he returned to the 
beach a few hours later, Isaac 
became convinced that a big 
storm was headed for Galve- 
ston. The winds were now 
blowing hard and steady from 
the North while the surf had 
reached the streets of the city. 

Cline knew what the resi- 
dents of Galveston did not 
know: a big storm was immi- 
nent. Like a modern-day Paul 
Revere, Isaac jumped on a 
horse riding up and down the 
beach urging residents to seek 


: higher ground. Many followed 


his advise while others 
thought he was crazy. 
He was later credited with 


saving the lives of thousands 
of people, yet for Galveston, 
and for most of its residents, it 
was too late, Throughout the 
day the winds increased and 
the waters continued to rise as 
a category four hurricane 
slammed into the town. 

No one knows. how strong 
the winds were on that day. 
Isaac's anemometer' was 
ripped from its supports wheri 
the winds gusted to 100 mph. 
We do know how high the 
water rose, however. 

The highest point on the 
island was just over nine feet. 
The surge of the ever-rising 
tide alohg with gigantic waves 
produced an eleven foot wall of 
water that covered the island. 
The water was so strong that 
entire structures were lifted 
from their foundation. — 

The Galveston Hurricane .of 
1900 resulted in the greatest 
confirmed loss of life of any 
natural disaster in United 
States histery. Over 6,000 peo- 
ple were confirmed dead. 
Nearly every building on the 
island was damaged. The city 
was never the same. 

Neither was Isaac Cline. He 
lost his wife, most of his 
friends and his enthusiasm for 
meteorology. He still went for 
that daily walk along the 
beach and he still recorded the 
weather observations. It was- 
n't the same, however. Now it 
was just a job.

Continue Disaster Relief in Belle Glade 


The Palm Beach County 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross was called first by the 
Belle Glade Fire Department 
Thursday evening Aug. 25, as 
they discovered a community- 
wide exposure of mercury. The 
Red Cross has remgined in 
operation since Thursday and 
to date has provided 1,860 
meals, 73 comfort kits, 43 
friendship boxes and vouchers 
for clothing for eight of the 15 
displaced families. 

The Red Cross has spent 
approximately $8,800 which is 
expected to increase at a rate 
of $1,000 per day. There have 
been 38 Red Cross disaster 
volunteers working this disas- 
ter; and, the Red Cross is 
available to provide service at 
any time - day or night. 

The Red Cross volunteers

have served three hot meals a 
day to the families who have 
been evacuated from their 
homes and to the service per- 
sonnel working to clean up the 
mercury. The Red Cross Emer- 
gency Response Vehicle can be 


'seen every couple of hours in 


the field providing beverages 
and snacks to the workers who 
continue the clean-up around 
the clock. The refreshment 
service is offered to help com- 
bat fatigue and heat exhaus- 
tion. 

Most people who fell victim 
to the mercury contamination 
were required to leave their 
homes with little or no sup- 
plies. The comfort kits given 
out include personal hygiene 
items such as soap, toothbrush 
and toothpaste, and are 
packed separately for men, 


Your police officers have been working for two years with no pay raise, so in 1992 they decided they wished to col- 


'|lectively bargain as a group. On May 25, 1994, at 7:30 a.m., following two years of negotiations, and over four years 
with no pay raise, the current city commission legislatively imposed the following rules on your police officers: ‘ 


1. А police officer grosses $426.00 per week, based on a 43 hour work week. This dropped the base pay from $10.67 
per hour to approximately $9.90 per hour. 


2. In addition, police officers are not paid time and a half for the overtime hours worked. They are paid half time 
or less! For example: if an officer worked 42 hours overtime in a work week, he would get approximately $125.00, or 
about $3.00 per hour! ; 
3: Police officers with less than 5 years on the polite department now receive 5 days a year vacation, instead of the 
12 days which they used to receive. 


4. Off-duty details that used to be voluntary and for which officers were paid $18.00 per hour are now mandatory 
and officers are paid a 2.3% bonus to their hourly rate. Refusal to work these details can result in an officer being fired. 


5. The city commission requires all police officers to reside within the corporate city limits of Belle Glade, even 
though numerous other city employees, including several department heads. are not required to reside in Belle 
Glade. The police officers are asking for a reasonable radius in which to live, which would still give the city a rea- 
sonable response time by its police officers. 
Belle Glade is the only.city in Palm Beach County which requires its police police officers to live in the corporate 
city limits or to face being fired from their jobs. 


6.. Your police officers had their-Civil Service раа taken from them and were made "at-will" RIO Ode. 
"At-will" means that the police officers can ‘be firea at any time, for any reason, with no recourse. 


Your police department has lost 35.to 40 good officers i in the last 4 years, due to poor working conditions and pay. 
Channel 12 news recently reported that the Belle Glade Police Department is the busiest department, per capita, in 
the state of Florida. Your current city commissioners have made. your police department one of the lowest paid 
departments in Palm Beach County. On September 13th, 1994, you will have the chance to place commissioners in 
the city commission who are willing to work with the ЕТЕ officers, iniiend of spending almost $100,000 to fight. \

are taking hold and your loved 
one is merely lost. But lost 
where? Did that person get on 
а bus for a ride across several 
states sear¢hing for*his/her 
childhood residence? Did 
he/she just lose their way and 
become totally confused while 
driving a car or going to do an 
errand? : 

Whatever the case is. the 
results are the same. Your 
loved one is lost and you have 
nothing to go on. 

Memory loss, to most of us, 
is'an inconvenience, even а 
cause for humor. But it's no 
joke to those affected by 
Alzheimer's disease. It robs 
four million American adults 
of their ability to recognize 
familiar places and faces. 

Many cannot remember 
their own names and even lose 
their ability to speak. Memory- 
impaired individuals often 
cannot ask for assistance and 
are unable to help others help 
them. Their behavior can put 
them in danger. 

They many become confused, 
even in their everyday sur- 
roundings. To regain control of 
their situation, many people 
with Alzheimer's diséase go in 
search of something reassur- 
ing - a behavior called "wan- 
dering." 

How do you get them back 
home safely? That's fairly easy 
to accomplish IF you have 
them registered in our Safe 
Return Program. 

This fantastic program helps 
others identify, locate, and 
return Alzheimer's and related 
disorder victims that are lost 
or missing. The program, 
started in April, 1993, was 
developed by using the exper- 
tise of existing local programs. 

This chapter began the mis- 
sion by putting together an 
I.D. Locator Program in con- 
junction with the local sheriff's 
office nearly 10 years ago and 
that helped to a larger extent.

But what about people who 
might drive away or hop a bus 
across several states? You can 
readily see that a need for a 
National Program was very 
important because of the 
mobility of our population, e.g. 
snowbirds. 

Now, there is a central data 
bank listing all of the patients 
registered in the program and 
it is located iri Arlington, Vir- 
ginia. Information is stored in 
that bank listing the descrip- 
tion of patients, their address- 
es and telephone numbers as 
well as emergency contacts for 
the patient. It also includes a 
photo of the patient. 

Once a patient is registered, 
their I.D, number goes into the 
computer and also onto a 
bracelet or necklace, depend- 
ing on the family's choice. 

Ап order is then made for 
the personalized' bracelet 
which lists the patient's first 
name or nickname, their I.D. 
number and the 800 number to 
reach our 24-hour operators at 
the Data Bank. 

If your loved one is lost, a 
good samaratin or the police 
can see the bracelet, get the 
800 number and the I.D. num- 
ber, and call the operator in 
Arlington: ; 

When they get that call, the 
operators immediately pull out 
the patient's emergency con- 
tact (usually the caregiver). 
Then plans are made to return 
the patient safely home. 

Is it time you registered your 
loved one? Even healthy peo- 
ple hawe been known to 
become separated in times of 
crisis. Would you take a 
chance on losing your loved 
one with Alzheimer's disease?

Andre Waters loved 
oranges. He could eat dozens 
of them a day, and he often 
did. In Florida, that's how a 
Jet of kids іп the neighborhood 
Spent their time. 

Waters loved oranges so 
much that he almost did time 
infa Pahokee jail. Oranges 
were easy to come by for most 
kids in the Sunshine State. 
They weren't for Waters, one 
of 11 children from a broken 
home on the poor side of town. 

“1 had to steal “ет,” said 
Waters, a 10-year NFL safety 
who recently joined the 
Cardinals as a free agent. “Оп 
our way to school and back, 
we'd pull oranges off all the 
trees ih people's yards." 

They were hungry. The lit- 
tle money his mother, 
Willieola, made from working 
on a farm - picking celery and 
corn - didn't stretch far - not 
with so many mouths to feed. 

Ms. Waters never knew her 
son had been stealing the fruit 
until one day:after junior var- 
sity football practice, when 
Waters was 13. He and his 
friends were arrested. Waters 
was caught with about 50 
oranges stuffed in a duffle 
bag. 

“I knew I.was'in trouble,” 
Waters, 32, recalled. “We 
didn’t have a car and my 
mother had to walk 2 miles to 
the police station to pick me 
up. I was scared.” 

“I didn’t know what she was 
going to do. One summer, I 
think I got whippin’ everyday. 
She whipped up on me with a 
belt, and when.she got really 
mad, she'd take out an exteris 
sion cord.” 

When his mother arrived at 
the police station, she hit 
Waters where it hurt the 
most. She told him he would 
never be allowed to play foot- 
ball again! 

“I probably wouldn't be here 
right now if it wasn't for one 
of the policemen there," he 
said. "He told my mamma, 
*Ma'am, your boy was just 
with the wrong kids. He was 
just watching. Don't take foot- 
ball away from him.” 

Waters can't remember the 
name of the officer but 
remains forever indebted” 

“1 was lucky," Waters said. 
“1 never would have played 
football again if it hadn't been 
for him." 

And the NFL wouldn't have 
“Dirty Waters". 

Waters got the nickname 
inouncer а 
few years into his pro career 
with the Philadelphia Eagles. 
He like almost no other safety 
before him - hard, low and 
with no remorse - and after 
racking up a list of fines for 
vicious, some say cheap hits

“1 never said I was an 
angel," Waters said, "but I've 
never purposely tried to 
maim anybody. I just do my 
job, ‘always try to make the 
play and help my team. I'm 
not a bad person." 

Off the field, that's espe- 
cially true. 

"He's a warm and friendly 
guy,” said Cardinals 
Linebacker Seth Joyner, a 
longtime teammate of Waters 
in Philadelphia. ROREM 
loves him." 

Well, not everybody. 

*He's a dirty" player,” 
Cowboys Running Back 
Emmitt Smith said. “Не 
always has been." 

Just ask David Archer, Jim 
Everett or Rich Gannon, just 
а few quarterbacks who 
almost had their careers 
ended by the 5 ft., 195 lb. 
defensive back. Waters was 
fined $1,000, $1,500 and

three players. Some say he 
Eot off easy. 

Waters said he became the 
player he is partly because of 
former Denver Broncos 
receiver Steve Watson. In 
1986, Waters was having 
down John Elway, who acted 
as if he was going to run out 
of bounds, Only he didn’t and 
Waters already had let up his 
pursuit, 

“And then Watson came 
back and cracked on me from 
behind,” Waters said. “I said 
from then on, I'm not going to 
slow up on another quarter- 
back because there’s always 
somebody behind you.” 

“If they don’t, want to get 
hit, they have no business 
running out of the pocket.” 

The Fest, as they say, is 
history. 

Waters, an undrafted free 
agent in 1984, cracked the 
Eagles' starting lineup after ' 
two years and preceeded to 
lead the team in tackles each 
of the next three seasons. In 
1991, Waters led the Eagles 
again with 156 tackles. 

Waters suffered a broken 
left leg the next season, an 
injury that forced him to miss 
much of the last two seasons.
